“made a desperate effort to enlist the women of America in 
a-crusade.in.their favor by a special appeal inthe name a 
the women of Germany, and tried te excite our sympathy 
by demanding immediate shipments of food to relieve a 
pretended state of famine which, according to reliable re- 
ports, did not exist. The food supply and the general good 
condition of the people in the German villages, towns and 
cities, through which our army of occupation has passed on 
its march to the Rhine, are a surprise to our soldiers, who 
are impressed also with the well built, thriving cities, fertile 
farms and beautiful vineyards and orchards of Germany in 
such notable contrast with the wreck and desolation they 
have seen in what was the most prosperous, busicst and 
fairest part of beautiful France before it was laid waste by 
the Huns who, in their thorough work of destruction, even 
plucked up the vines and cut down the fruit trees. 


It is only a part of the new German propaganda of lies 
devised to stir up trouble among the Allies and 


create a disagreement at the coming Peace Conference 
which is to decide what is to be done to Germany, Austria, 
Bulgaria and Turkey. Our Government ignored these 
‘special appeals until they became so annoying that Secretary 
of State Lansing very properly called a halt and told Ger- 
many to address all future communications to the Allies, 
collectively. On November 18, only a week after the ces- 
sation of hostilities, the U. S. Department of Justice found 
it necessary to warn the public to remain watchful against 





and a new government established, the same infamous 
Policy of intrigue is being pursued to further her ends. 
Actuated by the old spirit, which she still manifests, Germany 
will continue to be a menace to her neighbors and to the 
peace of the world unless the decree of the Peace Confer- 
ence places an effective restraint on her power to do evil, 
besides making her pay for the damage she has done. 


RUELTY is universally accounted the sure mark of a 
craven spirit. Therefore, that the Huns, when 
vanquished, cringed in caitiff fear created no aston- 
ishment but added a tinge of contempt to the ab- 

horrence with which the rest of the civilized world regarded 
their shocking crimes, on land and sea and in the air, 
committed in defiance of the laws of war and contrary to 
~ the common-dictates-of humanity. Nor did they abate their 
cruelties when faced by defeat, but carried on their policy 
of frightfulness to the last. After asking for peace and 
while whining for lenient terms, they persisted in their 
piratical attacks against peaceful commerce and 
even performed a repetition of the Lusitania horror by 
sinking another large passenger steamer and drowning 
hundreds of men, women and children; and to make their 
work as murderous as possible shelled the boats in which 
~ Passengers and crews sought refuge from the sinking ships. 


On land Germany continued equally merciless in her 
war against the innocents. Tothe day the armistice was 
signed the German armies, retreating through France and 
Belgium, continued their systematic robbery of the in- 
habitants, taking their money, cattle, horses, food and 
furniture, burning their homes and destroying what they 
could not carry off, and sending all able-bodied men as 
prisoners to Germany; leaving the women, children and 
old men destitute to starve among the ruins of their homes 
until relieved by the advancing armies of the Allies. An 
American Relief Committee is feeding thousands of these 
war victims in northern France, and the article entitled 
“American Gtrls as Peddlers in France,”’ on -another page 
of this magazine, tells how. it is done and describes the 
destructive work of the Huns. 


In the devasted region of France the pitiable condition 
of the people brings tears to the eyes of our soldiers, and” 
the newspaper reporters accompanying our army write that 
the misery, desolation and destruction wrought by the Huns 
are indescribable. Since hostilities ceased the Germans 
have broken the terms of the armistice by carrying off the 

_ food of the imhabitants and committing other acts of pil- 





Disposition of German Colonies 
T the beginning of the war Germany had colonial 
possessions in South Africa comprising an area of 
more than four times that of Germany. In all, 
this vast territory there dwelt less than fifteen 
million native inhabitants and only a few thousand Ger- 
mans, mostly planters, traders and government officials. 
The Germans subjected the natives, who are of the black 
race, toa form of slaveryso cruel that in eight years it 
wiped out more than half the population within the range 
of their power. Genera Smuts, himself a native Boer of 
British South Africa, who commanded the British Colonial 
army that drove the Germans out of Africa in the present 
war, strenuously protests against the return of these colonies 
to Germany. In a recently published article he describes 
‘the inhuman practices of the Germans which were rapidly 
exterminating the blacks, and says that the natives every- 
where received him and his troops as their deliverers from 
bondage and helped him to conquer their German op- 
Ppressors. Germany is clamoring for the return of her lost 
colonies, but the wishes of the South Africans, who ex- 
pelled them, probably will prevail at the Peace Confétence.

HE care of goldfish is not a matter of 

vital importance to the majority of 

women, but the following letter, along 

with others of a similar nature’ which 

have been received from time to time, 

show that some are interested in it. 

Do not let the fact that you cannot buy or 
Make an aquarium deter you from keeping gold- 
fish, for a glass globe or bowl will do nicely, 
provided that it is a large one (certainly not less 
than fifteen or eighteen inches) and kept scrupu- 
lousty clean. Put an inch or so of sand in the 
bottom of the globe, with larger pebbles, and a 
rockery or castle made at home of larger Stones, 
cement and sand will be as much ‘appreciated by 
the fish as a more expensive one from the stores. 
The globe should be emptied and thorougily 
¢leaned at least twice a week, putting the fish 
into a dish of fresh water while this is being 
done. =It is better to provide a special stand for 
the globe, preferably facing a north window or at 
least not in“the direct rays of the sun. Do not 
be discouraged, Northern sisters, if Jack Frost 
visits your fish some night, and they seem frozen, 
but just let them thaw out very slowly and do 
not handle them until they have fully recovered 
from the effects of the cold. Prepared fish food 
and moss may be procured at any of the large 
stores or from mail-order houses and I make it

Comfort Sisters’ Recipes 


LTHOUGH meatiess days are no lon- 

ger compulsory on the part of the 

Food Administration, the conserva- 

tion of all food is strongly urged that 

our Allies may be fed. The high cost 

F of meat makes it necessary for the 

majerity of women to find a satisfactory sub- 

stitute for it or else buy the cheaper cuts—if 

theré are any cheaper cuts. ‘These can be served 

in the form of Hamburg (though I believe it 

isn’t called that any more) steak, stews and pot 

roasts, and the difference between these dishes, 

if properly prepared, and those made from the 

more expensive cuts won't be so very apparent. 

ut one need not depend upon meat, for other 

foods, such as cheese, beans, milk, eggs, cereals 

and nuts contain the necessary ' body-building 

protein and make appetizing dishes to take the 
Place of meat.—Ed. 

PA SovUFFLE.—Four tablespoons flour, four table- 
spoons fat, one cup skim milk, one cup mashed cooked 
peas (any kind), three eggs, one teaspoon salt, one 
fourth teaspoon pepper and afew drops ot onion juice. 
Make a white sauce from flour, fat and milk, as in 
preceding recipe. Mash the cooked peas to a pulp. Beat 
white i yolks of eggs separately.

Kwnzr Bean STew.—One and one half cups dried 
kidney or other beans, two cups canned tomatoes, one 
half cup rice, two tablespoons flour, one onion, one 
tablespoon salt. Wash the beans, put in covered kettle 
and soak over night in two quarts of cold water. Cook 
the beans slowly in the water in which they soaked.

Incubators and Brooders Are Money 
: Makers 5 


T really does not matter how many or fow 
hether you are 

going in for the big business of market 

eggs and table birds, or going out for blue 

ribbons at state fairs and the high prices 

to be got for setting eggs and breeding 
birds, an incubator and a brooder are stepping 
stones to a profitable realization of your hopes. 
For the foundation of success, even in a small 
home flock, is chickens, and ‘you can only be 
Sure of them by using ‘an incubator. Biddy is 
influenced strongly by the weather. If it is a 
cold, late Spring, she just ignores the idea of 
raising a family, which means’ that chicks are 
not hatehed until late in May or June, and 
naturally that means no fryers fit for table till 
the end of July or August, when the prices have 
gone away down, and, what is more disastrous, 
the puilets won't commence to lay until late in 
the winter. Even if the spring weather is warm, 
and all it ought to be to please Biddy’s ideas 
of family raising, ten to one all the hens get 
broody in a bunch, stop laying, and you are left 
without exgs to hatch; quite as bad a plight 
as the cold wet sprit But the incubator en- 
ables you to start hatching early, when the hens 
are laying well, and produce strong, fertile 
eggs. After seventeen years’ experience, I am 
convinced that the chicks hatched from eggs laid 
in the early spring, 
quicker growth than the’ chicks hatched from| 
$= later in the season, when the hens are get- 














to the end of their clutch. 

le modern incubator is so simple and easy 
to operate that any one of ordinary intelligence 
is_sure to succeed by just following instructions. 
What is more, there are machines of every size 
on the market, from the little bits of ones that 
hold fifty eggs to the big fellows that hold from 
three to four thousand eggs. The last are used 
principally on large commercial plants that make 
@ specialty of supplying city markets with broil- 
ers throughout the year, or the poultryman who 
makes a business 
of selling day- 
old chicks. Per- 
sonally I like the 
mediuin-sized ma- 
chine, holding 
from 160 to 300 
gs. This I sup- 
plement with sey- 
eral small ones, 
so I can vouch 
for their Pree 
tieal morning 
ability, a3 1 use 
hem kin the time:

‘nd now to the method of operating. First 
of all, remember that the incubator must stand 
perfectly even. Nothing but the use of a car- 
penter's level can determine this point. Next, 
the machine must not stand near or under a 
window or door, or any opening which is likely 
to cause a draft. If the machine has been used 

™ before, thoroughly’ dust and disinfeet it, no mat- 
ter how well it was cleansed after last season's 
work... Aa accumulation of dust or a tiny cob- 
web in the heater may make a lot of trouble 
and loss by causing the lamp to smoke. 

Be sure that the lamp is in perfect order; 
no dents or cracked edges on the burner; hinges 
and snap in perfect condition, and every part 
perfectly clean. Put in a new wick which ex- 
actly fits the slot, for if the wick is the slightest 
bit too narrow, air will creep up the edges, and 
probabl 
and if it is too wide, it won’t turn up and down 
evenly. 

Light the Jamp, and allow the machine to warm 
up for several hours, then serub and spray the 
inside of the egg chamber with hot water and 
some good germ killer. I have, at different times, 
used carbolic acid, mercuric chloride, peroxide, 
and several of the tar preparations. ' The kind 
does not matter sq much so Jong as enough 


is used. 

Of course, the tray should be taken out 
of the machine and’ serubbed top and bottom, 
and put near the kitchen stove, or out into the 
sun and air to dry. Leave the door of the ma- 
chine open about half an inch, and the lamp 
burning until all the moisture is dried out; then 
close up and allow the heat to reach 102 degrees, 
at Which point regulate the automatic heat con- 
trol according to the instructions sent out with 
the machine, and run it for a day or two be- 
fore putting in the eggs, to assure yourself that 
the thermostat is working properly and that the 
tin disk over the heat escape closes down evenly 
when the lamp is removed for filling, and that 
it rises to the correct height after the Jamp is 
replaced. . s 

It is well to test the efficiency of the different 
parts which constitute the automatig control 
several times. After the machine hag been run- 
ning some hours with a moderate flame, the 
disk one sixteenth of an inch above the escape 
pipe, and the thermometer registering 102, open 
the ‘door of the machine until the thermometer 
drops to 99; then close it. The disk should 
have shut down closely when the temperature 
went down, and if the thermostat and all parts 
are working properly, the disk should again rise 
one sixteenth of an inch above the escape, and 
the thermometer again register 102 degrees with 
fn a few minutes after closing the door.

|. When an egg is put into an incubator situated 
|in a dry room and heated up to 102 or 103 de- 
grees, the air in the machine must necessarily 
be dry, and the watery contingent of the white 
evaporates so rapidly that thé embryo lacks 
blood and nutriment, with the result that when 
hatched it has weak internal organs, and can 
|never become a really vigorous and’ profitable

The moisture supply must be renewed again 
on the nineteenth day for another distinct pur- 
pose. If the air surrounding the hatching eggs 
is dry, the chicks are likely to have a hard time 
breaking through the tough inner lining of the 
eggs. When this parchment-like lining.is dry, 
it is exceedingly difficult to tear it, and its strong 
bands may hold a vigorous chick a prisoner even 
after it has broken the outer shell clear around. 

Keeping the.air of the egg chamber moist ren- 
ders the inner linings of the egg shell easy for 
the chick to burst through. 

The greatest danger from overheating comes 
during the first few days of incubating. It is 
well to hold the temperature at the level of the 
tops of the eggs under 103 F, for the first week. 
I like to keep it at 102. 

During the third week the animal heat exerts 
some influence, and 108 will be about right at 
the upper part of the egg. 

While the chickens are hatching from the eggs, 
104 may be registered at the level of the tops 
of the eggs. In some parts of our country, 
where incubators are operated at altitudes of 
several thousand*feet, the temperatures may be 
run a degree higher than I have indicated. - At

Salt Preserves Soft Corn 


Experiments conducted at the Wisconsin Sta- 
tion have demonstrated that 15¢pounds of salt 
added to 100 pounds of corn is the best method 
of keeping it in condition. Lime used instead of 
salt showed no results of value. Soft corn salted as 
here suggested remained good until July 1, when 
one barrel of the treated corn which stood out- 
doors showed a little mold. Three others were in 
only fair condition. The application of more 
than 15 pounds of salt to the hundred weight 
of corn is deemed unnecessary.

On the other hand, when 
it is warm, meat does not always give the best 
results either, To nse bait successfully the pelt 
hunter must keep constantly experimenting, What 
is excellent one place may prove worthless or 
nearly so in another. Again, a lure that gives 
results for an animal one place does not always 
a short distance away. That is why one trapner 
will state that muskrat flesh” is best for mink 
while some other, just as successful perhaps, 
prefers rabbit, fish or small birds. 

Most beginners use too much bait and in places 
where it is unnecessary. As a rule,-T should not 
advise the employment of a decoy unless the set 
could not be made in any other way, If meat 
is used for any of the smaller animals a little 
will go a great wa And so it is with the 
scent.

thought I’d like to locate. I even wrote to some of 
our western Coston sisters for information regarding 
certain places where I thought I’d like to tead 
soon discovered that unless one is able to make a| 
personal application it is difficult to secure an appoint. 
ment. In the meantime an old friend of mine had| 
located in Virginia, Minn., where she was practicing | 
osteopathy. She gave such glowing accounts of this 
thriving city located in the heart of the iron and 
lumberjpg district of northern Minnesota that I was| 
persuaded to join her there. 

It was my good fortune to be sent to one of the 
location “schools, about eight miles out of the city 
As we received the same supervision, supplies and 
salary as the city teachers, we felt glad for the oppo 
tunity to live in this newly opened country and 
glimpse of pioneer life, All the settlers in this lo- 
cality were direct from Finland in Russia and could 
speak ‘very little English. After buying or getting} 
from, the Government a section of forest-covered land, | 
the farmer would clear-a couple of acres of land and | 
with the logs build a house and barn. ‘The first year 
he would only have enough land cleared for a garden 
and perhaps 2 patch of potatoes, but each y 
land would be cleared until there w 
sized farm. The chief crop was potatoes, 
seemed to be the only thing that could be rai 
profit in the, sandy soil. How the: 
made a living at first was more than we could see, 
but on account of their persevering and thrifty ways | 
they managed to feed and clothe their family some 
way and in time were quite comfortably fixed. 

We found the Finnish people very hospitable and 
friendly. No matter how poor the family we called 
on, they never let us go away without first serving | 
coffee or cake or fresh bread and butter. We became | 
so used to this custom that we missed ‘these refresh-| 
ments when calling on our American friends, ‘They 
also would send us fresh vegetables, milk and. cream, | 
even though they knew we could afford to buy them. | 
Personally I shall always have a warm spot in my | 
heart for these big-hearted, hard-working people. —_| 

Perhaps you would be interested to hear about their | 
bath-houses. No Finnish farmer thinks of building a 
house unless he builds a bath-honse nearby. ‘This 
is a one-roomed log building containing a small wi 
dow and a door. In one corner of the room is 
stove entirely covered with stones, which are thoroughly 
heated by Keeping a slow fire in the stove all day. 
When ready for a bath, hot and cold water, soap. and 
towels are taken into the room. ‘Then by throwing 
cold water on the hot stones the room is quickly filled 
with any amount of steam you wish. After perspiring 
for fifteen or twenty minutes you finish your bath in 
the usual way and come out feeling that every pore 
in your body is thoroughly clean. We. teachers Ww 
always glad for an invitation to use one of the neigh- 
dor’s bath-houses, although at first the steam and smoke 
almost strangled us. 

Perhaps our Western sisters who have provided | 
“teacherages” for their teachers may be interested in 
the school where I taught. Because it had been hard | 
to find good’ boarding places for the teachers, the new | 
school contained two living rooms for the teachers 
which were furnished free of cost. These rooms were 
heated by the same furnace asthe schoolrooms and 
furnished very comfortably for light housekeeping, 80 
our living expenses were very small compared with | 
those in the city. In fact I enjoyed my heme life 
in the Minnesota woods so well that I stayed three 
years instead of one as intended when I went out 
‘there. 

We had many queer experiences while there but I 
shall only tell you of the terrible fright we had one 
cold winter’s night. As neither my room-mate nor I 
were very timid, we became careless and left all our 
doors unlocked.

Susemer Ir0n.—My five-year-old mule has a breaking 
out in summer on his neck, front legs and shoulders. 
It disappears in cool weather, It appears in big lumps 
like bee stings and he rubs the hair off. Is there any- 
thing I can‘do to care him? I have tried several reme- 
dies, but all have failed to cure, Some say it is 
far Miss M. P. 
A.—The symptoms do not indicate farcy, which’ is 
the skin form of glanders. . The trouble is summer itch, 
sometimes termed Texas itch. Clip the mule in spring 
and fall. If the trouble starts,-dissolye two ounces of 
glauber ‘salts in hot water and add to the drinking 
water once daily. Bathe the affected parts with a s0- 
ution of half an ounce of granular hyposulphite of soda 
and 20 grains of menthol crystals to the quart of soft, 
cold water. Do not feed much corn or green g1 in 
hot weather. Avoid sudden changes of feed. 


Lice.—Please tell me what will kill lice on mules. 
I bought a pair of mules last spring; they had lice on 
them. I had them clipped but did not get rid of them. 
What will take them off of hogs? TR. P. 

A.A solution of coal tar dip, made and used ac- 
cording to directions given by the manufacturer will 
Kil the lice of both horses and swine. It has been 
found well, however, to add enough crude petroleum 
oil to the dip solution for hogs to form a thick scum 
upon the surface. For lice of horses and cattle we have 
found very effective a decoction of four ounces of 
stavesacre or larkspur seeds in a gallon of boiling water 
allowed to stand covered for 12 hours and then be 
strained and used when cold. 


SWEATING.—My horse, five years old, eats good and 
feels good, but while working sweats badly and seems 
weak. He has good wind. What g8 wrong and what 
can I do? R. B. 

A.—Clip the horse. If you think it is too cold in 
your climate to clip the entire body, sweating will be 

“likely to stop if you clip the hair from ‘the legs above 
knees and hocks and from the belly to a line with the 
breast collar and breeching straps.~ Have his teeth put 
in order by a veterinarian and add dry bran to the feed 
if he bolts his feed. 

‘Turs Maxs.—My mare seven years old is-thin and

A.—As often advised here, mix together two parts 
of salt and one part each of sulphur and powdered 
ccpperas and of this mix one tablespoonful in the feed 
night and morning for a week. Then stop for ten days 
and then repeat the treatment. The medicine will kill 
the worms and they will be digested, so do not expect 
to see them in the feces. 


Durraven Aprerire.—Father has a cow that will 
not eat anything but stalks and sticks. Can you tell 


me why she does it and give a remedy ? W. M.D. 

A.—Y¥ou should have the cow tested with tuberculin 
to determine if tuberculosis is the cause of the symp- 
toms described. If it is, the cow should be destroyed. 
Im some cases, however, chronic indigestion causes a 
cow to eat foreign objects, such as wood, bones, ete. 
‘When that is so, a physic should be given, followed by 
stimulants. Offer the cow whole oats and wheat bran 
and if she will eat them mix in the feed twice daily 
one ounce of bicarbonate of soda. Also allow free ac- 
cess to rock salt. 


Anscess.—I have a horse, fourteen years old, that 
is swollen behind his front legs and extending back on | 
his stomach on one side, and on the left side he has a 
large sore behind his Shoulder. It has been opened 
several times and discharges yellow water. Will_you 
tell the trouble and give 2 remed:

the rea? thing. ‘rue, some varieties are much 
better than others but on the whole the everbear- 
ing berry is here to stay. 

‘The everbearing strawberry is a fixture because 
of its hardiness. No other variety comes through 
the winter in better shape. It has a strong root 
system and heavy foliage which make it a rugged 
plant. It is little affected by disease or insect 
pests and holds its own well against weeds which 
So easily crowd out the strawberry plant. In a 
word, it is a strong, vigorous, hardy plant. 

The eyerbearing strawberry is here to scay 
because it is a fruit of real merit. The berry 
has a fine flavor, is of good size, regular shape 
and less easily crushed than the ordinary run 
of strawberries, Hence it is a first-class table 
berry and keeps exceptionally well: 

The everbearing strawberry will-stay with us 
because it is a real everbearing berry.. The 
writer began picking berries in June this year 
and had them continuously until November dest. 
The quality did not lower either in size or in 
flavor,—the October berries. were just as good 
as those of July and the plants bore uniformly 
throughout the entire season. 

Since these berries ripen continuously over a 
very long season, there is not so large a number 
of them as of the ordinary strawberries ripeat 
any one time. One must needs pick over a 
larger area to get a- crate. 


How to Handle Everbearing Strawberries 
It is a good plan’ to hold’ the peverbedring 
strawberries back until the ordinary. varieties 
have stopped bearing. This can be done by 
picking off the first ‘blossoms. As soon as the 
ordinary berries have finished blossoming the 
everbearing may be allowed to bloom. his gives 
the plants a chance to grow and to develop 
strength and to store food material which will 
be used in heavy bearing later in the season. 
Like all other strawberries, the everbearing 
must be kept well cultivated, free from weeds and 
aoundantly fertilized if good, returns are to be 
secure 


Home Curing of Pork 


In a recent issue of Modern Farmer we gave 
space to one or two recipes for the curing of 
pork. Our attention has since been called to a 
recent bulletin of the Connecticut College of Ag 
riculture that has so much of real value in it 
that we are directing the attention of our readers 
to the new lessons taught by this bulletin. The 
more important points follow : 
Parts or PorK To bE USED FresH.—The back 
bone, spare ribs, head, liver and loin may be 
used fresh. The ribs and liver will take enough 
salt in one day, the back bone in two days and 
the head in four days. The liver may be packed 
in salt and freshened before using. All of the 
above may be frozen, wrapped in paper and then 
packed in snow, ashes, sawdust or oats to keep 
them frozen. Thawed nieat spoils very soon after 
thawing out—a day will do it in warm weather. 
How To Smoke Mear.—Rinse meat as removed 
from brine and drain by hanging up in smoke 
house for a day before smoking. Use hickory 
wood that does not contain pitch or resin. Pine, 
hemlock or fir will. not do. The meat should be 
hung six or eight feet from the fire so that it 
will not be heated by it. Smoke eight hours 
a day for four or five days in cool, weather.

Skin Trouble in Pigs 


A new remedy for sore skin from sun scald 
after pasturing rank, wet growths of rape or 
other green crop, is fresh buttermilk freely ap- 
plied as a wash. A farmer who tried it as an 
Se lag erm found that the scales and scabs peeled 
off a few days after the buttermilk bath and 
the skin recovered nicély with only the one treat- 
ment, This is worth trying, and in severe cases 
a bath once a week would be in order. 

When the skin is covered with sores, cracks 
and seabs and the pigs have not been pasturing 


in the beds, or yards, or infection. from con- 
taminated hog wallows. In such cases butter- 
milk will not suffice. Affected pigs should be 
dipped in and serubbed with a two per cent so- 
Iution of coal tar dip, and in the worst cases 
a five per cent solution should be used. After 
making the solution and before dipping the pigs 
pour in enough crude petroleum to form mpeavy 
scum upon the surface. Petroleum kills lice and 
their nits and for that purpose should also be 
used in all wallows and bathing water used by 
hogs.
